His children living are C. C. Waite, of 
Cincinnati, vice president and general man- 
ager of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
railroad; Edward Waite. a lawyer of ToUdo, 
and a daughter. Miss Mary Wblto Ha has 
aix grandchildren living.
